The company who had 
inaugurated this enterprise for the express pur- 
pose of developing the rich mineral fesources of

million dollars or more with this end, had built 
§ town, furnished homes for a theusand labor- 
ers, and laid the foundations of one of the most 
anportant sources of revenue within the limite 
of the State. They were compelled to cease op- 
erat ions as stated., but we are glad to learn from 
Mr. Fitch, who is in the city, that work 
bas been recommenced, and that operations 
will now be continued, with no prospect of 
another suspension. This result is very grati- 
fying, as contributing so much to the prosperity 
of Kentucky, but none the lees so from the fact 
that Mr. Fitch attributes this desirable effect 
as due in a large measure to the salutary in- 


fluence exerted by the articles in question.. 


These articles drew public attention to the 
matter, and hence public indignation, and the 
end sought for has been told as above.
